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GAS EXPLOSION TRAPS | 


JUU MEN AT ROYALTON: 
28 BODIES RECOVERED 


Only 100 of 300 Workmen Escape and Rescuers 
Desperately Fight Fire to Save Those Un- 
accounted for—Fifteen Bodies Brought to 
Surface and 25 Others Sighted in One Place 
Cannot Be Reached. 


More than 100 men, trapped in a burning coal mine at Royal- 
ton, Ill., 85 miles southeast of St. Louis, were believed at 2:30 p. m. 
today to be beyond hope of rescue; from 30 to 40 others were 
known to be dead and their bodies were being removed from the 
mine where a gas explosion, followed by fire, occurred at 7:30 a. m. 

At 2 p. m. 28 bodies had been taken out. Two were identified 
as Russell Harris and Philip Parrott. The others had been burned 
so that identification was impossible. 

J.C. Mitchell, owner of the mine, told a Post- Dispatch reporter 
over the long distance telephone at 10:45 a. m. that about 100 of the 
300 men who were in the mine at the time of the explosion were 
known to have escaped unhurt. 

The bodies of eight men had been brought to the surface at 
that time and from 20 to 30 other,men were known to be dead in 
the same level from which these bodies were recovered. 

Mitchell said that the level directly below this one was known 
to be on fire and that more than 100 men were there. He said he 
feared they could not be rescued.

Men Overcome by Gas; Bodies Not Burned. 


All the men taken dead from the upper level had been overcome by 
gas. _None of them was burned, as the fire did not reach that level. 
Mitchell said the men in the lower level also must have been overcome 
by gas before it exploded and even if they regained consciousness after- 


. wards they could not escape the flames and could not be taken out until 


the fire was 

Mitchell said he ond not account for the explosion, as the mine had 
been in operation continuously and no gases had been detected. The air 
in the mine Was supposed to be in good conditton when the men quit work 
last night. 

The explosion occurred in the northwest corner of the mine, where 
about 150 of the 300 employes were working. Men in thé southern portion 
of the mine heard the explosion and hurried to the surface in the cages. 
Thick walls of coal separated this part of the mine from the one in which 
the explosion occurred. 

Business Suspended to Aid in Rescue. 

News of the disaster was telephoned to surrounding towns and a 
volunteer rescue brigade was quickly formed. In the neighboring towns 
of Benton and Herrin, and in Royalton all business was suspended and 
every able-bodied man joined in the effort to save the lives of the 
imprisoned miners. 

Lines of hose were carried down the two shafts of the mine and 
firefighters attempted to carry the streams through cross shafts to the 
level where the fire was. 

A mine fire generates a deadly gas, so long as it continues to burn. 
This made it dificult and dangerous for the volunteers to approach close 
enough to extinguish the flames. 

The Illinois State Mine Rescue Car 
was at Benton, 12 miles away. It 
arrived about two hours after the ox 
plosion, carrying 20 physicians, head-

235 Bodies In One Place. 

On the upper of the two levels af- 
fected by the explosion, the bodies of 
at least 26 men were visible to the 
rescue workers, but could not be 
approached because of the gas gen- 
erated by the fire beneath. 

It was agreed by experts that the 
only effective way to extinguish the 
fire would be to seal the doors of both 
entrance shafts and pump water in the 


mine until all the chambers were flooded. 
This, it was said, 


would not be done 
until it was apparent that there was 
no further chance of taking any of the 
miners out alive. 

The Illinois mine rescue stations were 
established by legislative enactment 
about 3 years ago. Rescue cars are sta- 
tloned at many points in the coal min- 
ing districts of the State. This is the 
first time one of them has been called 
into service in a big disaster. 

Biankets Thrown Inte Shaft. 

From _ the upper level, where the 
bodies were found, the rescuers de- 
scended into a cross-shaft and attempt- 
ed to take up the work of extinguishing 
the fire where the volunteers had left 
off. Blankets were soaked with water 
and dropped into one of the mine rooms 
where the fire was burning. This tem- 
porarily checked the flames, but the 
fire fighters again were routed by the

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SUPREME COURT 
PUTS ALL CLUBS 
UN SALOON BASIS 


Charters of th= St. Lous and 
the M. A. C. Revoked, 
With Suspension if Law Is 
Obeyed —— Clubs Must 
Have Retail License; Sub- 
ject to Lid Rules.

The Missouri Supreme Court at Jef- 
ferson City, today decided that all clubs 
in the State which sell liquor must take 


out saloon licenses. This will place 
all of them, including the fashionable 
clubs, as well ag the neighborhood lid 
clubs, on the same footing with the cor- 
ner saloon. 


The decision was given in the quo 
warranto proceedings brought by Cir- 
cuit Attorney Harvey against the St. 
Louis Club and the Missouri Athletic 
Club. The Court, after considering the 
case many months, revoked the charter 
of these clubs on the ground that they 
were selling liquor without a license, 
and therefore in violation of law. The 
Court ordered that the revocation of the 
charters be suspended during such pe- 
riod as they shall refrain from selling 
liquor. 

What Decision Means.

The decision will become effective 
after 10 days unless the Supreme Court 
grants the clubs a rehearing. This is 
considered by attorneys to be almost im- 
possible for the reason that all of the 
Judges agreed on the decision. 

The clubs have the right te file a mo- 
tion for a rehearing at any time within 
10 days. If the motion is not filed by 
that time, the decision will become op- 
erative. If the motion is filed the cour: 
could take it under advisement and 
might thus postpone the time when the 
ruling would become operative. 

Circuit Attorney Harvey, after learn- 
ing of the decision, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter he would strictly enforce the 
order made by the Supreme Court. He 
said he would not be able to ascertair 
the exact terms of the order for one or 
two days. 

The enforcement, of the order by Cir- 
cuit Attorney Harvey would mean th:> 
institution of criminal prosecutions 
against officers of clubs which dis- 
pensed liquor without a license. 


All Judges Concur in Decision. 

The suit instituted by Harvey against 
the St. Louis Club and Missouri Athletiv 
Club was heard by all of the Judges 
of the Supreme Court and the decision 
is concurred in by all of them. The 
opinion was written by Justice R. F. 
Walker. Justice W. W. Graves dissent- 
ed from a portion of Justice Walker's 
opinion, but agreed with the others that 
the finding was correct. 


The opinion holdg that the clubs 

not only cannot sell liquor without a 
license but that under their schar- 
tered names they cannot take out 
saloon licenses. 
Under this ruling clubs desiring to 
obtain saloon licenses must do sv in 
the name of individuals, as is done 
by hotel corporations, which usually 
obtain their licenses for their bars 
in the name of the hotel manager or 
some other person. In this -onnec- 
tion the court said: 

“This is an individual privilege 
which can only be granted to a law- 
abiding citizen, assessed tax -paying 
male citizen above 21 years of age.” 
It further states that the license can- 
not be granted to a partnersnip nor 
to a corporation. 

The Court also says in the opinion 
that while the clubs were chartered for 
social. religious, athletic and educa- 
tional purposes, and for the betterment 
of the city of St. Louls. “tin the 
sale of intoxicating liquors, they have 
abused their corporate powers as social 
clubs and all other discussion is un- 
necessary.”’ 

Record of 400 Clubs Here. 

Chief of Police Young said that the 
Police Department has a record of 400 
clubs in St. Louls. These include the 
more fashionable organizations, where 
liquor is dispensed only to members of 
the club and their guests, as well as 
ine neighborhood political clubs, and

Missing Daughter of Harry 
H. Gerhard Seen on Train 


Rather Die Than Be Sep- 
arated From Girl. 


Julia Krasusky, the nurse who yes- 
terday morning kidnaped Vir;sinia Lee 


Gerhard, daughter of Harry H. Ger- 
hard of 814 Clara avenue, president of 
the C. A.- Wood Preserver Co., is on 
her way to Bonham, Tex., with tha 
child, according to information obtained 
today by Gerhard from Manton Davis, 
his attorney, who saw the nurse and 
child on a westbound Rock Island train 
yesterday. 

Virginia’s mother died shortly after 
the child was born. Up to a month ago 
Virginia had been -cared for by Mrs. 
Curtis of Bonham, mother of Mrs. 
Gerhard, by whom the nurse was em- 
ployed. 

Gerhard has lived in St. Louis three 
years. Three months ago he remarried. 
A month ago the child was brought to 
St. Louls by the nurse. 

Nurse Was Dismissed. 

Sunday night Gerhard told the nurse 
her services would not be needed any 
longer and suggested that she return to 
Texas. The nurse said she would rather 
jie than be separated from Virginia. 
Yesterday at 7 a. m. she took Virginia 
for a walk before breakfast and did not 
bring her back. 

Investigation ,joday indicated the 
nurse is taking the child back to its 
grandmother in Bonham and that she 
wént by way of Kansas City to avoid 
being intercepted on a more direct 
route. 

While Gerhard, in an automobile, was 
searching through the streets, Davis 
was romping with the child on a west- 
bound Rock Island train, without know- 
ing she had been kidnaped. 

A postal card mailed to Gerhard by 
Davis from Gerold, Mo., which was re- 
ceived at Gerhard’s office in the Wright 
Building this morning, disclosed the di- 
rection in which the nurse and child 
had gone and was expected to result in 
the capture of the nurse ultimately and 
the return of the child to her parents. 

The postal card, written on the train, 
was az follows: 

Virginia and I became good friends 
and playmates on the Rock Island 
today before I learned who she was. 
She is a fine little lady and we have 
had a good time. 

On the reverse side, which was a pic- 
ture of the Planters Hotel, were some 
scribbled lines which contained an un- 
decipherable love message from Vir- 
ginia to her father, and under it, in the 
handwriting of Davis, were the words, 
‘Yours truly, Virginia.” 

Police Along Reute Notified. 
Davis’ destination was Eldon, Mo., and 

he left the train there. As soon as Ger- 
hard received the postal card he got 
Davis on the long-distance telephone 
and informed him, to his amazement, 
that the child had been kidnaped. 

Davis told Gerhard he was attracted 
to the child on the train and roniped 
with her awhile before asking her name. 
When she told him he questioned the 
nurse and learned from her that Vir- 
ginia was the daughter of Davis’ client. 
The nurse explained that she was going 
to Bonham, Tex., by way of Kansas 
City. Davis had no suspicion that the 
child was being kidnaped. The train 
was due to arrive in Kansas City at 4 


Pp. m. 
Davis informed the police and the au- 
thorities of Kansas City and all the 
towns along the route to Bonham were 
notified. All trains to Bonham will be 
searched for the nurse and child. 

Gerhard and his wife had decided, 
partly because Virginia was getting old 
enough to dispense with a-nurse and 
partly because the extraordinary attach- 
ment between the nurse and the child 
gave them some concern, that it would 
be best to dismiss the nurse. The de- 
votion of the nurse to the child was no 
less marked than the affection of the 
child for the nurse. 

When the nurse was told by Gerhard 
that she would have to go back to Texas 
she burst into tears and declared 
she would rather die than be parted 
fron the child. Her distress was 
such that Mr. and Mrs. Garhard became 
alarmed. Inasmuch as the nurse was a 
devout Catholic, they suggested that a 
priest be called in to advise her. She at 
firgt refused, but finally consented and it 
was agreed that a priest should be sent 
for Monday morning.

FRENCH DRIVE GERMANS ACROSS 


OWN FRONTIER EAST OF NANCY 
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ALLIES MAKE GAINS 
ELSEWHERE IN FRANCE 
AND ON BELGIAN COAST 


Allies’ Left Wing Reinforced to Make 
Up for Decreased Activity of War- 
ships, Which Are Driven Out of 
Distance of German Fire—Invaders 
Send Up Heavy Guns.

PARIS, Oct. 27.—The War Office official announcement given 
out this afternoon says: 

‘‘The fighting continues to be particularly spirited between 
the mouth of the Yser and the region of Lens. In this part of 
the front the allied forces have at no point drawn back and they 
have continued to make progress in the region between Ypres and 
Roulers. In the general region between Soissons and Berry-au- 
Bac an artillery engagement resulted in our advantage and result- 
ed in the destruction of several batteries of the enemy. 


‘‘In the region to the east of Nancy, between the Foresig@hes 


Bezange and the Forest of Parroy, we have assumed the offenm 


and dfiven the enemy across the frontier.’’ 
The following official communication was issued by the War Office’ 
last night: 
‘‘In Belgium, Nieuport has been violently bombarded and the effort of 
the Getmans has continued on the front between Nieuport and Dixmude, 
without, according to the latest advices, any result whatever having been 


reached. 

‘*All the front comprised between La Bassee and the Somme has been 
equally the object of violent attacks at night, al) of which have been re- 
pulsed. 

‘‘On the remainder of the front there is nothing to report.’’ 

Violent Attacks Expected to Wear Down Germans. 

The movements of the enemy in the north had awakened considerable in- 
quietude in the public mind. Unofficial explanations followed, namely: 
That in an attack particularly violent by a powerful and tenacious adver- 
sary, such affairs were inevitable. 

It was said that a momentary German gain at one point could not exer- 
cise much influence on the operations generally. Stress also was laid on the 
difficult ground which the enemy had to traverse and on the fact that a 
similar movement, which turned out u> successfully, was attempted recently 
by the Germans on the River Meuse at St, Mihiel. 

These constant violent attacks, which were so costly, military men 
pointed out, manifestly would also wear down the Germans little by little. 

News from Furnes on the route to Dunkirk, which presumably is the 
objective of the Germans, tells of the heroism displayed by the Belgians. The 
Belgian army withstood the violence of the German’s cannonade and mass 
attacks of infantry without flinching. Though the trenches of the Belgians 
were riddled by machine gun fire, the Germans were unable to cut through 
the position. The stand maintained by the defenders has created much 
admiration on the part of the allies. 

The battle of Oct. 25 was marked by a terrific artillery duel in whieh 
the allies gained some advantage. In the evening the Germans attempted 
several infantry attacks which brought them on the right bank of the Yeer, 
but all these attempts were repulsed with enormous losses, 

The smashing tactics of the Germans along the North Sea coast line 
continued incessantly yesterday when the big guns were turned on Nieu- 
port, and the allies had to withstand constant attacks of masses of troops. 
Very little progress, however, was made by the Germans, who were faced 
with the strongest resistance. 

Sunday’s crossing of the Yser apparently had only a moral effect, as 
the Germans were confronted by solid lines of allied troops and were pre- 
vented from advancing without overwhelming efforts, further toward the 
channel ports. The character of the coutnry probibits a rapid movement, as 
the land is cut up by canals, and two strong series of defensive works sep- 
arate them from Dunkirk. 

Allies Show Remarkable Energy Near Lille. 

The German infantry executed a number of night attacks not only on 
the extreme wing, but also in the vicinity of Lille, where they encountered 
a most stubborn resistance The allies are displaying wonderful energy it 
this region. The commanders are sparing their men no hardship and are 
able to give constant relief to the troops on the firing line. 

. Sometimes villages change hands several times during the course of a 
day. Monday, in one hamlet, 40 allied soldiers, who had been wounded, 
were lying in a factory, which had been transformed into a hospital. A shell 
struck the building, which broke into flames. Ten bearers of the American 
ambulance volunteered to rescue the wounded men and succeeded in saving 
all of them. An hour aftérward this hamlet was captured by the Germans, 
who, after occupying it for a short time, were chased out again after desper- 
nte street fighting. Meanwhile, the wounded allies were removed to the 
hospital in the rear.

Germans Drive Back British Ships 


- BERLIN, via Amsterdam and London, Oct. 27.—A report from general 


headquarters, dated Monday forenoon, says: ee 
‘¢West of the Yser Canal, between Nieuport and Dixmude, which is still 


occupied by the enemy, our troops attacked the hostile positions, which are 


obstinately defended.

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France's Darkest Day 
44 Years Ago; Expert 
Views France of Today

ORTY-FOUR years ago today 
F Bazaine surrendered Metz to 

the Germans. In the history 
of modern war, no such ignominious 
disaster had overtaken a great na- 
tion. Three Marshals of France, 
3000 officers, 176,000 men, all that were 
left of the regular army of France, 
laid down their arms. 

As the sequel of Sedan, the sur- 
render of Metz marked the lowest 
ebb in the military fortunes of 
France. From that hour to this, the 
shadow of these disasters of the ‘“‘ter- 
rible year’? has rested upon the 
French people. 

Twenty years ago, the younger gen- 
eration were still frankly pessimistic 
as to the future of the race, while the 
older men, looking over toward the 
‘lost provinces,’’ seemingly gone ir- 
revocably, spoke with bitterness of a 
newer time, of newer ideas and 
ideals, which they did not understand 
and could not respect. 

France’s Ups and Downs. 

In all these years, however, it was 
unmistakable that the French sa- 
tion, beneath the surface, underneath 
the cover of domestic politics, unat- 
tractive, unsavory, despite the scan- 
dal of Dreyfus, the strife of the 
church separation, was undergoing 
a discipline, passing through one of 
those periods so familiar in French 
history, which have followed the 
most brilliant times and preceded the 
new glory with which France has s0 
frequently shone forth. 

Looking back over the past 15 years 
of French history, the period when 
internal disorder mounted, when the 
spirit of internationalism planted the 
national colors on the dunghill, when 
Herve was still unregenerate and 
Jaures triumphant, when the three- 
year law was repealed, the navy re- 
duced to insubordination and terror, 
the army honeycombed with jealous- 
ies, with inefficiency, with disobedl- 
ence, can there be any wonder that, 
when the latest trial came, Europe 
waited doubtful to see what the 
France of 1914 really was? 

In the opening hours of the war, 
too, all that those who loved Frarice 
best feared most seemed at hand. 
On every field there was defeat. 
Political influence sent armies away 
from the German pathway. Charle- 
roi, Neufchateau and Luneville, in 
as rapid succession as the opening 
defeats of 1870, seemed to promise a 
new, perhaps a final, dejection of the 
French people. 

No Panic, Ne Revolt. 

Yet suddenly, in the moment of 
gravest peril, there was discernible 
in France that wholly unexpected 
spirit hitherto only recorded at her 
‘great periods. First of all, there 
was no panic, no revolution in Paris. 
While’ German armies raced forward 
to the capital from three sides, 
when the Government withdrew to 
Bordeaux, when the second siege 
was in plain view, instead of vio- 
lence there was calm; the familiar, 
the terrible wall, ‘“We are betrayed,” 
was nowhere heard. In a word, in 
the moment of supreme trial France 
was found calm. 

More than tnat, at the moment 
when the Kaiser's cannon were heard 
from the northern forts of Paris, the 
French Ambassador in London 
signed a treaty for his country, 
binding her to make no peace with 
Germany, save in common with her 
allies. Something in the spirit of the 
Romans who bought, on a rising 
market, the land on which Hannibal 
was encamped, the French surren- 
dered all privilege to save themselves 
at the expense of their allies, how- 
ever sore thelr own plight. 

At the same moment, too, a new 
circumstance was beginning to be 
visible. French armies which had 
been defeated, German bulletins 
said routed, in Belgium, in Lorraine, 
were now discovered flowing back, 
not in rout, not tm disorder, but 
steadily, solidly, without confusion, 
toward a general concentration. Ev- 
eryone knew French soldiers could 
advance, charge, but here were & 
million beaten conscripts withdraw- 
ing calmly, without confusion, with- 
out disorder. 

Old Spirit Reappears. 

So at last came the battle of the 
Marne, and these beaten French 
armies, after weeks of defeat, re- 
treat, sprang suddenly forward 
again. Having reconcentrated 
after war had begun, the most 
difficult of all operations, they 
now changed from defensive to 
offensive operations. After five 
weeks of uninterrupted reverses, 
there suddenly shone forth the 
old spirit, the spirit which for 20 
years once defied all Europe in 
arms. 

From Sept. 7, the date of the be- 
ginning of li'rench success at the 
Marne, to the present hour the tide 
has flowed steadily, slowly, almost 
indiscoverably at times, with the 
French. ‘Half the territory lost in 
August has been recovered in Sep- 
tember and October. Nowhere in 
France has German advance made 
real progress since Von Kiuck start- 
ed north from the Marne. 

Compared with Germany, France 
was unprepared for war. So must be 
every democracy, brought suddenly 
into conflict with efficient autocracy. 
The very Chamber of Deputies, elect- 
ed on the eve of the present war, 
was expected to consider some meth- 
od of “modifying’’ the three-year law 
for French conscription. Almost on 
the day the Servian crisis broke, 

French politicians, In open Senate, 
announced that French forts were de- 


oring for guns, had to be sent home 
because equipment was lacking. 
France Did Not Despair. 

Yet above and beyond ali this se- 
rious side of the recent French ex- 
perience—and that of England was 
not different, while the American ex- 
perience in 1898 was identical—it be- 
comes plain now that there was 
something sure. In the hour of dis- 
aster in 1914, disaster which seemed 
to be about as complete as that of 
1870, France herself was unshaken. 
Those who loved France despaired, 
but somehow, translated from the 
vague dispatches, the stray anec- 
dotes of correspondents, there was 
unmistakable the fact that France 
did not despair. 

Today the terrible storm has par- 
tially passed. In all the military 
intidents. since the battle of the 
Marne, there is revealed a steady ad- 
varice in French resources, in French 
efficiency. Six weeks ago the battle 
raged at the very gates of Paris. To- 
day the real conflict is in Belgium 
and in France the German advance 
was checked long ago, and has been 
unable to get up and start forward 
again. 

Terrible as is this war, there is no 
mistaking the grandeur of the na- 
tional spirit it has disclosed, not in 
France alone, not in poor Belgium 
merely, but in Germany as well. 
We know now how foolish and how 
futile were the early reports which 
portrayed the war as the creation 
of the Kaiser, blindly accepted by a 
reluctant people. ‘ 

Men do not fight as the Germans F 
have, as they are now fighting; na- 
tions do not bear, suffer, endure, 
unless the very depths of their spirit 
responds to the call made upon them 
by their country’s need. Not in any 
reeord of history that we have, has 
any nation given more supreme evi- 
dence of devotion, of Courage, than 
the Germans in the recent months. 

Could France Euduret? 

Yet it was not for Germany that 
the world had misgivings. What 
was still in doubt was whether 
France, so long held decadent by 
those who knew least and spoke 
most about her, so maligned by her 
own children of the generation that 
had lost confidence as well as hopes, 
could endure the strain of another 
terrible struggle, in which defeat 
was the initial circumstance on 
every field. 

That question has been answered. 
It has been answered completely. We 
know that the spirit of 1782 is with 
the French soldier, that the nation 
which could endure adversity with 
calmness, as the French did in Aug- 
ust, may be defeated, but that the 
France that the whole world loves, 
irrespective of present issues and 
passing strife, will not die—has in- 
deed already given one more evi- 
dence of that eternal and virile youth 
which makes her history so splendid 
and so beyond all understanding. 

For 4 years Frenchmen have 
faced the present anniversary with 
a feeling of deep humiliation and 
shame. Napoleon’s final disaster, 
Waterloo, left no pang. France had 
been defeated, but she shared with 
her conquerors the honor. But Metz 
was a national humiliation, a blot on 
the national escutcheon. Today at 
last, and rightly, Frenchmen for the 
first time can endure this day with 
calm. Whatever comes now, 1870 is 
not to be repeated. 

Today it is impossible not to recall 
the words of the Duc d’Aumale, 
when Marshal Bazaine was tried for 
treason because he surrendered Metz. 
“But there was nothing left,’”’ the 
Marshal explained, in defending him- 
self. He meant that the empire had 
fallen, the Emperor was in exile. 

“But there was always France,” 
the old Royalist responded, and the 
word has lived, perhaps as the final 
expression of the spirit of the French 
people—this thing that binds the old 
and new—1792 with 1914.

DETAILS PLAN FOR 
INVADING ENGLAND 


Adjutant’s Aid Quoted as Saying 
Campaign Against Isles Is 
Easily Possible. 


FRENCH COAST TO BE BASE 


Triple Mine Field at Calais and 
Havre Proposed—Artillery 
Surprise Promised. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. #7.—The Daily Mail's 
Bergen correspondent quotes the Saxon 
State Gazette for the following state- 
ment made by Gen. Baron Armand von 
Ardonne, who last year was in the Ad- 
jutant-General’s office in the War De- 
partment in Berlin: 

“If the English watch on our naval 
stations in the neighborhood of Helgo- 
land is almost impossible now, it will be- 
come quite impossible when Belgium 
and the north coast of France to the 
mouth of the Seine are in German 
hands. 

Expects Even to Reach Havre. 

“In the course of time we shall pos- 
sess Calais and probably Dieppe and 
Havre. Our 12-inch howitzers have the 
large range of 14 miles and the 17-inch 
a still greater range. England can ex- 
pect still more artillery surprises. Even 
if we cannot shoot from the French 
coast to the English coast, a safety 
zone could be made for German ships 
covering more than half the navigable 
water. 

“The French harbors will serve 4s 
bases for torpedo boats, submarines, 
cruisers and Zeppelins, and can be 
made impregnable from the sea by a 
double or triple row of mines, If this 
triple field should be laid from the 
French coast to the Mnglish coast, then 
Portsmouth and Plymouth would be cut 
off from the North Sea and connectior 
around Scotland would be difficult. 

“The possibility of laying such mines 
is not doubted, as they could be laid 
under cover of artillery. Our subma- 
rine and torpedo division would also 
come into action. An invasion of En- 
gland would be easily possible.” 

New Zeppelin Is Launched. 

A dispatch from Geneva, Switzerland, 
to the Express gives this account of the 
launching of a new Zeppelin: 

“The most powerful Zeppelin yet made 
has just been Jaunched at Friedrichs- 
hafen, on Lake Constance. Without 
preliminafy trials, {t flew away north- 
ward at great speed cheered by the 
soldiers who  shovted: “To London.’ 
Count Zeppelin was  p,,esentat the 
launching.

Supreme Cqurt’s 
Decree Puts Clubs 
on Saloon Basis

they have purchased on Saturday night. 

Chief Young understood the Court's 
opinion to mean that the pwlice should 
place under arrest all persons found sell- 
ing liquor, whether in fashionable clubs 
or neighborhood crowds, unless the per- 
son dispensing the liquor held a license 
issued by the Excise Commissioner. He 
said the police would faithfully carry 
out the orders of the Court. 

The ruling of the Supreme Court wil] 
affect not only clubs in St. Louis, but 
all country clubs and clubs of every de- 
scription throughout the State. This wil] 
include fraternal organizations, such as 
the Elks and Moose lodges. 


Excise Commissioner's Opinion. 

Excise Commissioner Anderson also 
said every club in St. Louis that con- 
tinues to serve drinks after the decision 
becomes effective will have to take out 
an ordinary saloon license and ob- 
serve all saloon regulations, such as 
closing from 1 to 5 o’clock every morn. 
ing and from midnight Saturday until 
midnight Sunday. 

“When the decision goes into effect 
there will be no selling of drinks in any 
club on Sunday, and that means no sub- 
terfuge will be permitted whereby a bar 
business may be carried on under the 
pretext that it is technically not in viola - 
tion of the law,” Anderson said. 

Anderson said club members might 
make bona fide purchases of liquor dur- 
ing the hours in which the bars were 
permitted to operate and consume the 
liquor on Sunday. To simply deposit 
money With the bartender on Saturday 
and order drinks on Sunday to be 
charged against this deposit would not 
be permitted, he said. 

“The decision means that clubs must 
be just +s dry on Sunday as saloons, ’ 
said Anderson; “and that means there 
shall be no attempt to evade the law 
in any manner or the licenses will be 
forfeited.” 

There is not a club in the efty that 
has a saloon license at present, Ander- 
son said, and all will be compelled to 
pay the semi-annual license fee if they 
continue to serve drinks. 

The license fee required from saloon 
keepers is @& semi-annual charge of 
$412.80, and in addition to this there is a 
charge of §1.6 per $100 on the stock pur- 
chased by the saloon during the previous 
six months. 


TROOPS DROWN EACH OTHEA 
IN TERRIFIC ENCOUNTERS 


IN THE NIGHT ALONG YSER 


Correspondents Tell How Germans Were Or- 


dered to Cross the Waterway at All Costs, 
and Nightly Stormed Into Certain Death. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 27.—The correspondent 
of the Daily Mail in Northern France, 
telegraphing under date of Sunday night 
regarding the fighting on the River 
Yeser, says: 

“There were 2500 German bodies in 
the Yser canal this morning after the 
fighting in the night. Many of them 
were drowned and others were bayonet- 
ted. The water itself was bloody while 
Dixmude’s streets were strewn thick 
with the dead. 

“These ghoulish facts alone give some 
idea of the savageness of the fighting, 
the desperation of the German attacks 
and the stubbornness of the allies’ re- 
sistance, 

“The night was a hell from dark to 
dawn. At almost every point of the line 
man Was opposed by man, sometimes at 
a few hundred yards distanee, but more 
often in close grips. Face to face men 
even wrestled and diéd by drowning 
each other in the canal’s water. The 
Germans had had orders to get through 
that night, cost what it might. 


“Cross at All Costs.” 
“An officer of theirs, who was cap- 


tured, said the delay of more than a 
week in crossing this waterway has in- 
censed the autocratic military mind in 
Germany. It must be crossed tonight if 
it costs thousands of men. That in ef- 
fect, was the order given and the Ger- 
man soldiers, all credit to them, did 
their best. 

“Probably 5000 of them gave their lives 
last night. They could not give more 
yet they failed, But not because the 
Germans did not Hterally obey their 
orders. They crossed the waterway all 
right, as they were bid, but once 
through they could not make good. 
They were mowed down with rifle shot, 
torn into human fragments by shells 
and bayonetted back yard by yard over 
sheir own dead into the waters of the 
canal. Into the very gray of the morn- 
ing this bloody work went on so fierce- 
ly that there was hardly a trench or 
bridge guard in the whole line that did 
not imagine that he had been singled 
out for special attack. 

“It is believed that some 5000 Ger- 
mans crossed the River Yser, but hard- 
ly one of the got back. Those to the 
north end northeast of Dixmude, proba- 
bly 2000, were met by a fine rally of the 
Belgian infantry and of the cavalry, 
who had tethered their horses, and were 
Gyivyen by \main; force, at the bayo- 
net’s point, to the river canal and into 
it. There must have been frantic 
scenes and the bodies seen in the wa- 
ter on the next day gave grim testi- 
mony to this. 

3000 Germans in Dixmude. 

“About 3000 German infantrymen got 
into Dixmude. They held it for a time, 
but with shell fire and rifle fire the 
place was riddled through and through. 
The Germans dashed out of the crum- 
bling houses, only to be wiped out by 
shrapnel and shot in the streets. 

“When Sunday morning broke the 
dead and wounded were everywhere. 
Dixmude was & Cemetery, but in the 
woods not far away the Germans stil! 
lingered. They held a position under 
a desperate fire and eventually were re- 


inforced. The allies could not oust 
them and the Germans are still across 
the Yser. 

“Their presence may not be perma- 
nent and they may suffer the same 
fate as has overcome hundreds of their 
fellows during the week, who got over, 
only to meet their death, but the Bel- 
gian and French lines, for the time be- 
ing at least, have been drawn back 
about this point.” 

A Mail correspondent near the Yser 
River, under date of Sunday, dilating 
on the ferocity of the German attempts 
to get across the river, says: 

“Friday, between midnight and dawn, 
seven different onslaughts were reé- 
pulsed. Swarms of Germans rushed up 
with newly made bridges of wood. They 
were dropped on the canal and, not- 
withstanding the deadly fire from rifles 
and mitrailleuses, the Germans burst 
across. There was no stopping them. 

Onslaughts Made Every Night. 

“This sort of thing has happened day 
after day, but in the daylight that fol- 
lowed each night these maurauders were 
hunted down and mowed down. Great 
batches were killed, crowds were taken 
prisoners, but that mattered nothing. 
The next night was sure to bring along 
more attacks of the same kind. 

“The bloodiness and fierceness of the 
fighting is evident from the number of 
men on both sides suffering from bayo- 
net wounds. The geographical position 
of the fight does not alter much, but 
the Belgians are putting in an im- 
mense amount of work. 

“The German reinforcements seem 
never to cease. They come fresh to the 
attack day after day and trains and 
trains of wounded have been taken 
away, but the German force remains 
tore numerous than ever.

British Buried by Dosens. 

“The artilery fire against the Brit- 
ishers in the trenches was terrible, 
churning up the earth and often bury- 
ing the men by dozens. Repeatedly the 
enemy’s infantry advanced to within a 
few hundfed yards; but every time our 
men leaped from the trenches and went 
at them with the bayonets. The Ger- 
mans have no relish for a bayonet 
charge and they fled, firing their rifles 
over their shoulders as they ran. 

“Many hundreds were captured and 
thousands were killed and -wounded. 
Still their shrapnel rained into the 
British trenches and fresh infantry took 
the places of the Germans who had 
been decimated. 

“The situation grew more and more 
critical, and it seemed that the British 
were likely to be borne down by sheer 
weight of numbers. Still they held on. 
Friday came at last, and with it needed 
reinforcements. The position was saved 
and the Germans fell back 15 miles.” 


Krupp Gun Works Must Be 
Razed, Says Lord Beresford 


STAFFORD, England, Oct. 27.—The 
serious time of war, said v,ord 
Charles Beresford, tn a speech here, 
would begin when the Germans were 
forced over the frontier and were in 
their own country and with their 
own base of supplies.

England Can’t Duplicate 
Some German Glaes Products 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 11.—The miner’s safety- 
lamp glass, on which depends the safety 
and livelihood of nearly a million Brit- 
ish miners, is exclusively a German 
product, and English manufacturers are 
unable to produce a glass which will 
stand the exacting test of the Home Of- 
fice. 

This fact, startling to mine owners and 
men, has come to light at a time when 
the newspapers and societies for cap- 
turing German trade are asserting that 
only cheap and trashy glassware and 
pottery comes from Germany. 

Not only miners’ glasses, but gauge 
glasses and test tubes for chemists, have 
come from Germany in the past. It is 
doubtful whether England is able to 
produce this class of goods according 
te statements of manufacturers. At 
least, the trade will not be bullt up in 
a short time. New equipment is re- 
quired and men must be trained for the 
new work.

“South of the Lys this line extended 
to three miles east of Methune and Ver- 
melles. The allies encountered resist- 
ance all along the line on the 12th and 
13th, when the enemy's right fell bac« 
hastily. Bailleul, 17 miles northwest by 


west of Lille, which had been occupied 

by the foe for eight days, was aban- 

doned without a shot being fired. 
Enemy Evacuated Armentieres. 

“On the 14th our left wing advanced. 
driving the enemy back, and on the 
night of the 15th we were in possession 
of all the country on the left bank of 
the Lys to a point five miles below Ar- 
mentieres. The enemy retired from that 
town on the 16th, and the river line to 
within a short distance of Frelinghien 
fell into our hands. 

“The state of the crossings over the 
Lys indicated that no organized 
scheme of defense had been executed, 
some of the bridges being in a state of 
repair, others merely barricaded, while 
one was not even defended or broken. 

“The resistance offered to our ad- 
vance on the 15th was of a most deter- 
mined character. The fighting consist- 
ed of fiercely contested encounters, in- 
rantry attacks on the villages being un- 
availing until our howitzers reduced the 
houses to ruins. Other villages were 
taken and retaken three times before 
they were finally secured. 

“The French cavalry here gave wel- 
come support and on the evening of the 
16th the resistance was overcome, the 
enemy retired five miles to the east- 
ward.” 

Describing an incident f the fighting 
on this night, the narrative says that 
the important crossing of the Lys at 
Warneton was strongly held by. the 
Germans with a barricade loopholed at 
the bottom to enable the men to fire 
while lying down. 

British Dashed Into Inferno. 

“Our cavalry, with the artillery blew 
the barricade to pieces and scattered 
the defenders,”” the nerrative continues. 
“Advancing three-quarters of a mile, 
our troops reached the square, when 
one of the buildings appeared to leap 
skyward. A sheet of flame and a 
shower of star shells at the same time 
made the place as light as day and 
enabled ihe enemy ensconced in sur- 
rounding houses to pour a devastating 
fire from rifles and machine guns. Vur 
cavalry extricated themselves with the 
loss of one. officer wounded and nine 
men killed and wounded, but a party 
of volunteers went back and carried 
off their wounded comrades from the in- 
ferno. 

“During the Iith, 18th and 19th of 
October, our right encountered strong 
opposition from the enemy about La 
Rassee, where they had _ established 
themselves behind embankments. On 
the center and the left we made better 
progress, although the Germans were 
everywhere entrenched, and in spite of 
the bombardment held some villages of 
the Lys. At the close of each day a 
night counter stroke was delivered 
against one or another part of our line, 
but they were all repulsed. 

“Tuesday, Octs 2, a determined, but 
‘unsuccessful, attack was made agains: 
virtually the whole of our line. At one 
point where one of our brigades made 
a counter attack, 1100 German dead 
were found in a trench and 40 prisoners 
were taken.” 

The narrative points out that the ad- 
vance of the allies has been hindered 
by the weather and the nature of the 
ground, together with impossibility of 
knowing beforehand the reception that 
advance detachments were likely to meet 
in approaching any village or town. 

“One place may be evacuated hastily 
as untenable,”” the recital continues, 


“while another in the same general line, 


will continue to resist for a considerable 
time. In some villages the inhabitants 
meet our cyclists with kisses, while at 
the next one the roade will, tn all prob- 
ability, have tfnches cut across them 
and be blocked with barricades and 
machine guns. Under these circum- 
stances a cautious advance is severely 
punished and it is impossibie for large 
bodies of troops to push on until the 
front has been thoroughly reconnoitered. 
This work requires the highest qualities 
from our cavalry, our cyclists and our 
advance guards. -

Over Country, and Balance 
Shifts. in U. S. Favor.

NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—The money 


value of goods exported from the port 


on record, $6,183,812. Auditor J. F. 
Knapp, a veteran of the Customs Bu- 
reau of Statistics, said that never in 
his recollection had so much activity 
been shown in foreign export as last 
week. 

Max May, vice-president of the Guar- 
anty Trust Co., a leading expert in for- 
eign exchange, expressed the opinion 
yesterday that the trade balance al- 
ready had begun to shift in favor of 
this country, and soon it will have a 
credit balance, instead of a debit bal- 
ance. 

May said one of the most impressive 
features is that Argentina, Brazil and 
other South American countries and 
China and Japan are drawing exchange 
bills on American bankers, instead of 
London bankers. Also several foreign 
governments are building up credits 
here against which to purchase sup- 
plies. 

Shoes Are Sent to Greece. 

Purchases of supplies for the bellig- 
erents are spread all over the country. 
Word came from Binghamton yesterday 
that the Endicott-Johnson company of 
Leistershire has shipped 100,000 pairs of 
shoes for Greece. One-half of the price 
was paid in advance. The same con- 
cern is working on an order fdr 100,000 
pairs of shoes for one of the warring 
countries, which paid the entire cost in 
advance and took all risks in delivery.

ish and French Government with all 
motor cars, has placed a contract for 
200 motor trucks with a Syracuse con- 
cern at $720,000. The Packard Motor 
Co. has an order for 450 trucks, the 
Federal factory for 300 trucks and Henry 
Ford for 2000 motor cars to be used as 
ambulances. 

Agents of the French Government 
have closed contracts in Texas for 6000 
horses, making a total of 25,000 pur- 
chased for that Government within two 
weeks. These agents are authorized to 
purchase 50,000. 

Within nine weeks $135,000,000 of food 
and supplies have been sent to Europe 
from and through Chicago. Shipments 
of American wheat since July 1 were 
114,827,000 bushels, compared with 93,- 
897,000 bushels for the same period last 
year. Chicago meat packers say that 
for the first time in more than sixteen 
years work is going on day and night in 
the canned meat and hide departments. 
Cattle from Canada, Mexico and other 
points, which have never been sent di- 
rect to Chicago, are being sold there 
at high profit. 

Boston In Exporting Wool. 

More than 4,000,000 pounds of wool have 
been sold in Boston within a few days 
for export to England.at a cent or two 
higher a pound than is paid by Ameri- 
can manufacturers. Sliebfitz & Sons of 
Byerstown, Pa., have received an order 
for 20,000 woolen shirts for delivery Nov. 
1: Russia has placed orders in Massa- 
chusetts for 1,200,000 woolen blankets 
and specifications have been received 
for 300,000 blankets for Canada. 

The Bethlehem Steel Co. has an order 
for 900 six-inch field guns, to cost $25,- 
000,000. It became known yesterday that 
Charles M. Schwab's trip to Europe, os- 
tensibly for a rest, really concerns con- 
tracts with the British and French 
Governments for munitions to’ 
be placed with the Bethlehem Steel Co. 
and other American steel corporations. 
It is sald Schwab expects $100,000,000 
worth of contracts. 

; Germany Buys Cotton. 

Following the declaration of Great 
Britain that it did not regard cotton as 
contraband of war, German Government 
representatives have, through banking 
interests, completed the purchase of a 
large quantity of cotton In Southern 
markets, some of which pfobably will 
be shinped from a gulf port within a 
day or *wo. 

Heavy purchasers for this account 
have been partly responsible for’ the 
sharp declines in Reichsmarks, which 
yesterday broke cll low records at 389, 
below the gold import point. Cotton 
exports, however, are still far from nor- 
mal. Only 18,500 bales were exported 
yesterday, which makes a total of 415,682 
since Aug. 1. In the same period last 
year 2,242,830 bales were exported. 
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BANKER PREDICTS 
LOW MONEY RATES 


NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—The President 
of one of the largest national banks in 
this city said to a correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch today: 

“Within a short time, perhaps very 
early in the new year, money is going 
to be such a drug on the market in this 
country, and particularly in New York, 
tnat tne banks Will be willing to loan it 
at any price.” 

This prediction was based on the re- 
markable improvement that has taken 
place in the financial si tion during 
the last week, which has witnessed the 
complete wiping out of the great bank 
deficit built up during the crisis follow- 
ing the declaration of war in Europe, 
the reduction in loan rates to a normal 
basis and the collapse of foreign ex- 
change to a level which is within less 
than two points of the seasonable aver- 
age. 

Demand sterling yesterday declined to 
49, as compared with 4.914% on Satur- 
day, and represents a decline of 7 cents

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TALY AND GREECE [GERMANS HAVE 


UGGUPY ALBANIA 10 
PRESERVE ORDER 


Greek Epirotes Reported to Be 
Burning Towns—Move Not 
Political, Says Rome. 


ROME, Oct. 27.—Aviona, Albania, 
was occupied yesterday by Italian 
naval forces. The expedition was in 
the nature of a relief and sanitary 
organization, which purposes to aid 
the large population, which has taken 
refuge in the city to escape the per- 
secutions of the insurgents. These 
people are said to be in a deplorable 
state. 

Everything was done to remove 
from the expedition anything savor- 
ing of political or territerial occupa- 
tion. Pains were taken to show that 
Italy’s step was merely for the pur- 
pose of seeing that the decision of 
he London conference, creating ar 
autonomous Albania, was carried 
out. 

Italian ships have been instructed 
to closely watch the Albanian coast 
to prevent the smuggling of arms and 
ammunition tnto Albania, and to see 
that the Albanians do rot violate 
neutrality in the European war. 

According to a message reaching 
Rome from Avlona, Albania, tele- 
graphs the correspondent of the Ex- 
change Telegraph Co., in the Italian 
capital, 600 regular Greek soldiers 
with one battery of artillery have 
arrived at Vastri and attacked the 
Mussulmans at Gheghi, forcing them 
to retreat. The Greeks then started 
for Kerciovo. 

Advices from the interior declare that 
Greek Epirotes have bombarded, burned 
and occupied the villages or Scialisi, 
Busi, Tepeleni, Rubzi and Premedi. 
These towns are in Albania, not far 
from the Grecian frontier.

Schwab to Baild Fuse Piast to Fill 
Foreign Contracts. 


SOUTH BETHLEHEM, Pa., Oct. ¥7.— 
That Charles M. Schwab has received 
immense foreign comtracts for all kinds 
of shrapnel and shell ammunition and 
expects to receive orders from France, 
Russia and England was evident today 
in the announcement that he had de 
cided to build in connection with hig 
Bethlehem steel plant, a large fuse man- 
ufacturing plant. The main building 
will be 200x60 feet with two wings of 
120x60 feet each. Notwithstanding that 
the local steel company does a big busi- 
ness with the United State Govern- 
ment in munitions of war, the Govern- 
ment makes its own fuses at the dif- 
ferent arsenals.

1000 men and women will be employed 
in the new plant.

ONLY ONE BIG GUN 
BEFORE RHEIMS 


It Contents Itself With Shot or 
Two Daily—lInvaders Can 
Stay There All Wniter. 


LONDON, Oct. 27.—The correspondent 
of the Morning Post, writing from « 
point near Rheims under date of Sat- 
urday and digcussing the situation in 
the eastern part of the Aisne Valley, 
says: 

“It Is possible that the Germans in- 
tend to hold this line all winter and if 
they fortify their positions, it is quite 
possible that they can do so. It is 
certain that they can make no further 
move forward inte French territory. 

“Around Rheims there is now only 
one point where the Germans have 
heavy artillery and this consists of 
only one big gun and © pleces of smal)- 
er field artillery. These are all Aus- 
trian. This artillery is located near 
Berru, some distance from the city, 
which, however, is well within the range 
of the big gun. This gun is a@ rapidly 
moving piece pulled by a motor tractor 
and contents itself with a shot or twe 
dally. 

“The German infantfy lines, however, 
are. much further advanced. The Ger- 
man trenches at Bethany run in a long 
unbroken line around to the right by 
Cernay. At no point are the French 
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trenches more than a few hundred 


yards away. 

“The Germans have lost no 
since the French recaptured Rheims. 
There is continual sniping from the

“In the meantime the artillery duel 
along the eastern part of the Aisne Val- 
ley is being continued with great vio- 
lence. Although the aliles seem to hold 
the advantage, the battle here is far 
from ended and the strong fortified po- 
sitions held by the ‘“«rmans will call 
for exceptional measures.”

party at that time were five Eskimos— 
‘two men, one woman and two children. 
It is true we lost most of our personal 
belongings when the ship went down, 
but we were not anxious to save them. 

“We had a haul to make on the ice 
and only essentials in the way of food 
avid clothing could be handled, Of 
course, some of the men saved a few 
little trinkets. We had all our fur 
clothing on, and as our city duds were 
of no use to us they went with the 
ship. We had even to forsake some of 
our tobacco in order that we might not 
be hampered with more than was nec- 
essary. 

“Then I sent four men—Alexander 
Anderson, first officer; Charles Bar- 
ker, second officer, and Brady and 
King, seamen—with all the dogs and 
three sledges, with one white man and 
two Eskimos, as a supporting party, to 
go to Wrangell Island. My idea was 
to make a trail into the island and see 
| how things Were there and gmake prep- 
arations for the camp later on. The 
supporting party returned to our camp, 
which we had named Shipwreck Camp. 


Party Never Reached Island. 
“The others never reached Wrangell 


Island. I sent out a party of one white 
man and two Eskimos, with three 
sledges, to look for the first party, but 
they found nothing of them. In the 
meantime a storm had come on and 
smashed up the ice leading to the island, 
and the four men of: the Andersen 
party must have lost their supplies, 
finally perishing. 

“The second party sent out to Wran- 
gell Island consisted of Dr. Forbes 
Mackay, surgeon; James Murray, ocean- 
ographer and biologist; Henri Beuchat, 
anthropologist, and Morris, a seaman. 
They must have gone under early, as a 
strong northeast gale sprang up, caus- 
ing the pack to rafter up in huge 
ridges on the north side of Wrangell 
Island. At the same time the trail 
shifted to the westward toward Siberia 
as much as 30 or 40 miles. 

“Then I started with 17 persons, the 
remainder of the party, moving our base 
in toward the island. We brought up 
our provisions by degrees, each day 
establishing a new base. It took us 
about 16 or 18 days to reach Wrangell 
Island. At that time there was suf- 
ficient provisions to do each person 100 
days at full rations. Then we had guns 
and some ammunition, which helped to 
bring in fresh provisions.”’ 

The party finally pitched camp at 
Wrangell Island, Capt. Bartlett said 
There were tremendous obstacles to 
overcome when nearing the island. On 
the north side the ice had been piled 
in three ridges from 50 to feet in 
height and about three miles across. A 
road had to be built over the ridges 
in order that the sledges with their 
heavy loads of provisions might be 
hauled. 

Bartlett Starts Long Walk. 
It took three days to cross the ridges 
and the work was accomplishea only 
after every man in the party had ex- 
erted himself to the utmost. The men 
recognized the undertaking which con- 
fronted them and during the darkness 
they worked with intense purpose. 
Realizing that help must be summoned 
from somewhere or the entire party 
would succumb through starvation, 
Capt. Bartlett decided to set out on a 
walk which would bring him to the out- 
side world. He knew the ice conditions 
in the Arctic &s well as any man and 
knew the journey meant terrible hard- 
ships and possibly death: But help was 
wanted and Bartlett was prepared to 
face anything in order that his men 
might be saved. 
Today he told the story af his 
in the following language: 
‘On March 18 I left the camp with an 
Eskimo boy, Kattovick, seven dogs anid 
a sledge made by Mr. Hadley, the exact 
type of a sledge used by Peary in his 
trips. We had supplies for ourselves 
and dogs for 38 days. I intended to get 
to East Cape, Siberla. We had difficulty 
in crossing the strait which Separates 
Wrangell Island from the mainland, the 
air-line distance being 100 miles. 
“T thought when I left the island that 
I would make it in seven days, but 
strong easterly and westerly gales and 
the moving ice retarded our progress. As 
we neared the Siberian coast we had 
considerable difficulty with the rafted 
ice and deep, soft snow. 
“On one occasion I was 17 days mak- 
ing a distance of 90 miles. In gome 
places the young ice was barely strong 
enough to support our sledge and 
the ice would not support us in 
walking, so we had to cross it by 
lying flat on our stomachs and craw!- 
ing across. Owing to the hardship of 
the journey, several of my dogs gave 
out completely and my native boy 
showed signs of losing his nerve. 

Trades Binoculars for Dogs. 
“Early one morning I sighted land and 
. hoped to reach it that evening. On see- 
ing the land, Kattovick became very ac- 
tive. But I had to spend another night 
on the ice. The next day northerly 
winds set in and raftered the ice upon 
the Siberian shore. By working hard ali 
day we managed to reach North Cape, 
Siberia. 

“I saw no signs of habitation, so we

The men were 
transferred to the Bear in order to re- 
ceive medical attention. We then re- 
turned to Nome.” 

Capt. Bartlett leaves for Ottawa to- 
morrow to report to the Canadian Gov- 
ernment on his mission. 

The only survivor of the scientists in 
the western party, William L. McKin- 
iey, taking up the tale at the time the 
Karluk was crushed in the ice, said:

The point where the whaler sank was 
then called Shipwreck Camp, and it 
was used as a base for the various ad- 
vance parties which started out over 
the 80 miles to Wrangell Island. Mc- 
Kinley described the personnel of the 
parties. The men in bringing up sup- 
plies from Shipwreck Camp faced one 
piercing blizzard. 

The terrors of the storm oppressed the 
men, and they felt the menace of wild 
animals, whose hunger made them 
fierce. One day they had an encounter 
with three Polar bears, who6 threatened 
their dogs, but the bears were killed. 
The men did not take the meat along. 
as they could not further burden them- 
selves. 

Shelter m Snow Houses. 

“So we reached the island early in 
March,’’ McKinley continued, ‘‘and at 
once set to work to establish snow 
houses for shelter. The temperature | 
had fallen till it was between 50 de-. 
grees and 60 degrees below zero, and 
the bitter weather, combined with a bliz- | 
zard, kept us confined to the snow) 
houses for a week. Then, on March 16, | 
Capt. Bartlett left us to seek relief. 
Wrangell Island has little vegetable | 
growth, but some sorrel that we found | 
at intervals afforded considerable satis- | 
faction, after our supplies from the! 
Karluk were exhausted in June, on those, 
days when he failed to kill any game. 

‘In the months after we arrived, 
George C. Malloch, topographer and ge- 
ologist, of Hamilton, Ontario, died, and 
in May, Bjame Mamen, a Norwegian, of 
Christiania, assistant topographer, fol- | 
lowed. Both died fror# nephritis. Then ' 
@ seaman, Breddy, accidentally shot, 
himself. 

“The food we had brought with ce 
had been used up In June and thereafter 
we had to subsist on polar bears, wal- 
rus, seal, sea gulls and ducks, as op- 
When 
there was no game to be had the party 
Was reduced to hot water, soup bones 
and some edible root which the’ Eski- 
mos found for us and was cooked as a 
vegetable. We had an Eskimo family 
with us and they gave splendid service 
throughout. Short of food as we were at 
times, we never gave up hope of relief, 
which, however, did not come until Sep- 
tember. 

“Meanwhile we had sent out expedi- 
tions to search for the two missing ad- 
vance parties that had left Shipwreck 
camp ahead of us. Wrangel) Island and | 
Herald Island were diligently searched | 
without avail. 

“While we remained at the northeast | 
of the-island, at Waring Point, three of 
the men—Chief Engineer Munro, wh» 
was tn charge of the party after Capt. 
Bartlett left; Steward Templeman and 
F. W. Mauer, seaman—went to Rogers 
Harbor, on the south, to get in touch 
if possible with the expected relief ship, 
and there they were found.”’ 
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Perils Braved to Aid Science. 

Tt has been said that to the commer- 
cial incentives which for three centuries, 
from Willoughby to Franklin, led men 
to lay their bones in the Northwest, 
there followed the desire to add to the 
scientific knowledge of the North. The 
men who sailed on the ill-fated Karluk 
16 months ago, drawn from the United 
States, the British dominions and from 
Scandinavia, were united in their desire 
to benefit science. 

Most of the.aunvivers.of the Karluk 
did not sleep the first night on board 
the King and Wing, but spent the time 
visiting the cabin, where food had been 
s;read for them, so-hungry were they 
after months of” privation. 

It is believed that Dr. Anderson's 
party can continue its work in the dis- 
trict around Ceronation Gulf, south of 
Victoria Land. As far as Stefanssen 
ard his companions are concerned, it 
may be necessary for a relief ship to 
leave Esquimault in the spring to take 
supplies to them. 

As five of the six scientific men left 
with the Karluk will not come again to 
any port, the scientific results cannot 
be judged till Dr. Anderson’s party re- 
turns to civilization. McKinley has done 
the best he could with the few instru- 
ments saved from the wreck, but this 
fe the only scientific work that has 
been possible. The circumstances made 
the saving of life more urgent than any 
c bservations. 

Capt. Bartlett ‘shows no sign of his 
fieat physical exertions, but this is not 
surprising after his historical journeys 
with Commander Peary to the vicinity 
of the Pole. Other men not so inured 
to hardships show in the pallor of their 
faces the trials to which they have been 
subjected.

Two complied, but the third ran be- 
hind the car and began shooting at the 
vccupants of the automobile with a gun 
which the posse members said was of 
high power. 

Two Men Were Shot. 

Heidemann was shot through the right 
hip and H. F. Martin, a Brighton mef- 
chant, was shot through the left thigh. 
A bullet passed through  Dickerson’s 
coat. 

The members of the posse devoted 
their attention to the wounded and 
the three robbers escaped into the corn

Administrator in Campbell Estate. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Considering your review of the record of Judge 
Holtcamp for liberality in fees in administrations 
where will contests have been filed, one is tempted 
to comment on his decision in the Campbell es- 
tate matter. His argument to his conclusion 
reads greatly like a special plea. I consuited 
the cases he referred to and found nothing to 
justify it except in the rather flowing spcech 
of Judge Lamm where he speaks of an admin- 
istrator of this kind being “neutral and indiffer- 
ent,” but as between what interests he ‘s to “be 
such is not stated, and in a case which he cites, 
where the point might be said to be more directly 
involved, all that is said is that the statute re- 
garding preference in selection of an ordinary 

~~~. “administrator did not apply, because this. kind 
of an administrator was, in effect, a mere re- 
ceiver. 

What, however, is more important is that 
the Judge holds the law for appointment ‘o 
be mandatory. This means, however, mandatory 
only when a person in interest applies upon a 
contest being Instituted. The Supreme Court has 
decided this, but it has never declared, ‘hat a 
statement in a pleading, which puts aside one 
declared in a will to be a child, is sufficient 
to entitle another apparently a stranger to be 
considered as having an interest. 

If it is true that such an administrator ‘s like 
a receiver, and remembering how difficult it is 
ordinarily to Have a receiver appointed, it lbe- 
comes very doubtful whether a mere assertion 
in a pleading, which goes to the very right t9 
inittate a contest at all, -should call forth the 
exercise of such an extraordinary power. It 
cannot be disputed that this statute does grant 
an extraordinary power, and it would seem ‘hat 
the Legislature would not leave it to the opfion 
of an apparent stranger to invoke it. 

Of course, if the law is as Judge Holtcamp 
assumes, the Campbell estate, however large, 
comes under it, but even then I think he rmis-_| 
understands the purpose of the statute, tn ruling 
out the request of Mr. Wade to be appointed 
without compensation and upon request of :11 
parties In interest, he admitting that but for his 
connection with the executor named he would be 
fully qualified. Mr. Wade, if appointed, would 
be but a receiver under the full control o9f the 
court and unable to take any step whatever with- 
out the court’s full approval in advance. Tnough 
he is president of the company appointed execu- 
tor, its functions as such have passed away 14 
completely as if they never existed, or at least 
they are in absolute suspense. The administrator 
could not consult with the company nor it with 
him. 

When we reflect upon the Judge's exceeding 
lavishness in fees in such matters, as appecrs 
from the record you reviwed, there ought .o be 
better reasons than he gives for putting such a 
burden both upon an heir whose status 's rot 
affected by the contest and upon one who is 
displaced, at least for the time being, by a reces- 
sary assertion to give the contestants any stand- 
ing at all. It seems, withal, a great pity +o see 
a benevolent purpose turned away by what may 
be an irresponsible assertion by an apparent 
stranger to a will embodying that purpose. Judge 
Holtcamp’s claim for re-election presents a very 
unpleasant prospect for the Campbell estate.

None of the offices to be filled at the approach- 
ing election exceeds tn importance those of th 


jndiciary directly affect every citizen, because 


honesty in the administration of law. Justice 
depends upon them.

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YEARS OF THE BATTLE OHIEFS. 

Two of the three great commanders of history, 
Hannibal and Napoleon, whose lives have many 
parallels, were eacn 26 when the ohe became head 
of the Carthagenian army of Spain and the other 
head of the French army of Italy. Before Hanni- 
bal was 30 he had forced the passage of the Alps 
and won the great battles of Ticinus and Lake 
Trasimenus. Napoleon, with a record of equal 
success before he was 30, had won Marengo and 
Austerlitz before he was 36. 

But the exceptional careers of these great 
geniuses only go to prove the general rule, that 
great military ability develops late in life. Many 
things militate against an earlier success. Pro- 
motion is slow in all modern armies. There is 
much to learn in the military trade. Men are 
well along in middle life before they are deemed 
adequate to the crushing responsibility of direct- 
ing great battles. 

Caesar, history's third genius, whose capacity is 
esteemed equal to the other two, was 42 before he 
commanded an army, 45 before he built his bridge 
over the Rhine and 50 when he crossed the Rubi- 
con. Grant was 41 at Vicksburg and 43 at Ap- 
pomattox. The elder Von Moltke was 66 in the 
Austrian War and 70 in the Franco-Prussian War. 

Students of history, accordingly, are prepared 
to learn that the chief leaders in the present war 
are well beyond the age at which men are per- 
mitted to serve in the ranks and even beyond the 
age at which, in many armies in time of peace, 
forced retirement comes for officers. General in

These amendments are a part of the general 
plan to make city governments competent com- 
munity business houses—as competent to protect 
and serve the taxpayers as the franchise-holding 
corporations now are to exploit them. 
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CONCERNING ‘‘BRIDGE ROBBERY.’’ 

A majority of delegates attending the Sunday 
meeting of the Central Trades and Labor Union 
declared: 

This bond issue is going to be defeated by 
organized labor and the loyal citizens of St.

The Minnesota State Wage Commission has 
fixed the minimum wagé for women as follows: 
Cities of the first class, $9 in mercantile and 
$2.75 in manufacturing purvuits; all other citieg, 
$2.25 and $8.50; outside the cities, $8. The same 
minimum will govern the wage of masculine 
workers not yet of age. 

The minimum wage as a corrective of recog- 
nized evils is making steady progress. Instead of 
being a temporary fad confined to certain states 
of radical sentiment where industrial abuses are 
much less prevalent than in older manufacturing 
states, it is spreading East. The general adop- 
tion of woman suffrage will one day modify the 
conditions that place feminine workers at a dis- 
advantage a8 compared with men, but until that 
day comes the minimum wage will be a short cut 
to insuring them justice. 

Surely a minimum of $9 is not extravagant 
with the present high cost of living in cities. The 
greater the number of employers who pay less in 
cities without statutory regulation of the subject, 
the sooner will the necessity for a minimum wage 
be conceded. Certainly it is much better to solve 
the problem through legislation than through 
wasteful strikes.,

NEW YORK, Oct. 27.~The Bvening
